Cheese 
gradings  dropped  slightly  to  29,7^7*000  pounds,  compared  to  30,195*000 
in  November  a  year  earlier.    Eor  the  first  U  months  of  the  present  season 
(August-November)  export  gradings  of  butter  and  cheese  have  dropped  1 
percent  and  1  percent,  respectively,  below  gradings  for  the  same  period 
a  year  ago .    A  further  decline  in  gradings  is  indicated  by  current  re-ports 
of  dry  weather  in  dairying  districts. 

Bean,  pea,  and  potato  acreage  in  Chile  may  be  h.l  percent,  lv£T 
percent  and  10. 5  percent  greater,'  respectively,  in  19^+5"^  than  the  pre- 
vious season,- -according -to- -forecast  by  the  Chilean  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 
A  U-percent  reduction  in  lentil  plantings  and  a  lU.2  percent  decrease  in 
sunflower  acreage  is.' predicted,  however. 

Increased  fall  tobacco  plantings  are  re-oorted  in  Cuba,  and  a  large 
crop  is  expected,  next .  spring ..    Potato  plantings  also  have  increased  sub- 
stantially, although  the  acreage  in  winter  vegetables  for  export  is  well 
below  prewar  levels,  principally  because  of  uncertainty  over  the  probable 
availability  of  shipping  space  on  refrigerated  vessels  operating  between 
Habana  and  New  York.

SLIGHTLY  REDUCED 

Corn  harvested  in  Brazil  during  the  1944-45  season  is  estimated  at 
about  200  mi'llion  bushels,   10  percent  less  than  the  production  a  year 
earlier,   and  7  percent  smaller  than  the  average  of  214  million  bushels  for 
the  10  years  ended  with  1943.     The  smaller  production  during  the  past  year 
is  attributed  to  severe  drought  in  Southern  Brazil,  principally  in  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul  where  corn  production  dropped  44  percent,  and  in  Parana  where 
output  fell  36  percent.     In  contrast,  the  crop  was  reported  good  in  the 
coastal  States  extending  from  Ceara  southward  through  Sao  Paulo,  partly 
compensating  for  losses  in  the  South. 

The  Brazilian  demand  for  corn  is  for  feeding  livestock,  particularly 
hogs.     Only  in  the  northern  and  northeastern  parts  of  Brazil  is  corn  con- 
sumed extensively  for  food.     Although  corn  is  grown  in  practically  every 
State  of  Brazil,  Miha  Geraes  is  by  far  the  largest  producer.

Corn  exports  from  Brazil  have  never  been  of  great  importance.     Only  in 
1933,  when  ape ro xi mat e ly  5  million  bushels  were  shipped,  have  exports  been 
significant.     Since  that  time  exports  have  diminished.    During  the  first  3 
months  of  1945,  a  total  of  only  5,630  bushels  were  .shipped.     Corn  imports 
into  Brazil  have  always  been  negligible.     Small  quantities  of  corn  were  im- 
ported during  1945,   the  first  shipments  since  1939.     Imported  grain  from 
Argentina  vent  to  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  in  order  to  relieve  the  shortage  caused 
by  the  drought. 
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Indications  are  that  the  area  planted  to  corn  for  1946  may  exceed  the 
1945  area  by  15  percent.     The  principal  factors  responsible  for  the  increased: 
plantings  of  corn  are  the  crospects  for  continued  high  cq'rn  prices  with  the 
Government  price  support  program  and  the  reduction  of  cotton  acreages  in 
favor  of  corn  and  other  cereals.     The  demand  for  good  seed  corn  is  reported 
to  exceed  the  supply.  ■ 

UFITED  STATES  RICE 
EXPORTS  SMALLER 

United  States  rice  exports  during  August-October  1945  of  79  million 
pounds  were  less  than  107  million  exported  during  the  same  quarter  in  1944. 
Although  virtually  all  the  total  was  shipped  to  Cuba,   exports  to  that  coun- 
try were  smaller  than  those  from  August  to  October  a  year  earlier.  Exports 
to  European  countries,  .having  increased  to  a  relatively  large  quantity 
during  the  war,  declined  to  an  insignificant  amount.

CUBAN  RAYON  INDUSTRY  '  ^i-. 

RECEIVES  TAX  BENE  PITS 


The  Cuban  Government  issued  decrees,   effective  September  21,  1945,  which 
grant  to  new  industries  special  exemptions  from,  taxes  and  customs  duties-.  New 
companies  benefitting  from  these  exemptions  include  one  firm  which  will  produce 
rayon  filament  ari  staple  yarns  and  another  which  was  recently  founded-  to-  manu- 
facture chemicals  needed  in  rayon  production. 


Exemptions  for  a  3-year  period  include;     (1)  All  import  duties  on  ma- 
terials of  foreign  origin  and  (2)  taxes  on  property  transfer  and  -experts  • 
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of  money  or  its  equivalent  in  payment  for  imports,  if  such  material  or 
property  is  essential  to  the  establishment  of  an  industry  or  its  plant 
construction. 

New  machinery  brought  into'  Cuba  is  exempt  from  customs  duties, 
consular  fees,   and  other  import  taxes.     Exemption  from  import  duties  is 
allowed  to  new  companies  for  a '10-year  period  on  foreign  raw  materials 
and  on  payments  therefor  required  for  operation  of  the  industry.  New 
companies  will  be  exempt  for  6  years  from  payment. of  taxes  on  interest 
payments,    nortgagRs,  and.  loans  relating  to  the  establishment  of  the  com- 
pany and  on  its  capital,   stock  shares,  and  excess  profit. 

The  general  profits  tax  during  the  10-year  period  will  be  exempted 
in  amount  in.  direct  proportion  to  the  value  of  domestic  raw  material  con- 
sumed,  compared  with  that  of  the  total  consumption  of  raw  material,  -oro- 
vided  the  proportion  exceeds  one-third,    Depreciation  of  20  percent  of 
the  value  of  fixer",  assets  may  'be  deducted  annually  for  the  purpose  of 
general  profits  taxes  during  ai  neriod  of  5  years  beginning  as  soon  as 
the  plant  has  been  in  operation  for  -2  years. 

Before  the  war  there  .was  no  -oroduction  of  rayon  yarns  in  Cuba,  and 
the  knitting  and  weaving  mills  imported  their  raw  materials  principally 
^rom  Europe.     When  the  chief  source  of  supply  was  cut  off,   the  mills  were 
forced  either  to  curtail  operations  sharply  or  to  import  rayon  yarns  from 
the  United  States  at  a  price  higher  than  had  been  paid 'in  the  European 
market.     Tariff  duties  favored  the  importation  o^  woven  goods  rather  than 
yarns  from  the  United  States,  and  the  mills  suffered  from  the  competition 
of  imported,  goods  at  a  price  lower  than  they  could  meet- profitably.  The 
establishment  of  a  rayon  yam. .factory  in  Cuba,  as  a  domestic  source  of 
supply  for  the  weaving  and  knitting  mills  there,  is  encouraged  by  the  re- 
cently effective  benefits  allowed  to  new  industries. 

Cuban  imports  of  rayon  during  1939,   the  year  war  broke  out  in  Europe 
included  1, 223, 000  pounds  of  yarn,  of  which  about  72  percent  came  from 
the  United  States,  15.  percent  from  Italy,  9  percent  from  Switzerland, 
and  the  remainder  from  the  Netherlands,-  Belgium,  Germany,  Japan,  and 
others.     Of  the  approximately  3.5  million  pounds  of  piece  goods  imported, 
about  33  percent  came  from  the  United  States,  4  percent  from  Italy,  3 
percent  each  from  the 'United.  Kingdom  and  Belgium,  nearly  1.5  percent  from 
France,   and.  the  remainder  principally  from- the  Netherlands,   Germany,  and 
Switzerland. 

Imports  of  yarn?  and.  textiles  into  Cuba  during  1939  were  valued  at 
$20,657,000,   or  about  20  percent  of  the  total  value  of  all  commodities 
imported.     More  than  half  of  the  yarns  and  textiles  consisted  of  cotton 
products,  nearly  one-fourth  was  rayon  (including  some  linen  and.  other 
fibers),  and  about  one-tenth  was  bags  and  jute  cloth.     The  fallowing  tabl

DOUBLE  TOBACCO  CROP 

The  1945-45  tobacco  harvest  in  the.  States  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  and 
Santa  'C'atarina  may  to ta.l  about  110.6  million  pounds,  or  almost  double  the 
revised  estimate  of  57.  million  for  the  1944-45  season.     Heavy  demands, 
"both  for  domestic  .manufacture:  and  for  export  at  favorable  pri  ces  and  re- 
sulting stock  depletion,   are  the  principal  factors  encouraging  expansion 
in  production,     rest  of  the  tobacco  produced  within  these  two  States  con- 
si  '  s  t  s  o  f  f  lu  e -  c  •  it e  <?.  an  d  ax  r-  cure  d  leaf. 

Elue- cured:     Most  of  Brazil's  flue-cured  leaf  is  produced  within  the 
State  of  Rio;  Grande  .do  Sul.     A  preliminary  forecast,  based  on  the  prevail- 
ing normal  weather  conditions,  places  the  1945-46  harvest  at  about  36.4 
million  rounds  fror.  26„697  acres,   compared  with  a  revised  figure  of  19.3 
■million  pounds  from  17,297  acres  in  1944-45.     Production  of  flue-cured  in 
•  Rio  Grande  averaged  13.7  million  pounds  from  16,950  acres  during  the  crop 
years  1941-42  through  1943-44.     Prices  for  leaf  from  the  1944-45  crop, 
established  by  Government  decree,   ranged  from  8.6  cents  per  pound  for  the 
lowest  grades"  to  26. 6  cents  for  the  best  quality.     These  prices  were  ap- 
proximately double  those  paid  for  1942-43  crop  leaf. 

Production  of  flue-cured  has  been  undertaken  in  the  neighboring  State 
of  Santa  Catarina,  and  prospects  are  that  the  1945-46  outturn  will  amount 
to  about  400,000  pounds.*  Production  in '.-this  State  during  1944-45  was ^  in- 
significant.    Re-oorts  indicate,  however,   that  a  crop  of  from  4  to  6  millio 
pounds  is  possible  within  the  next  5  years.    A  total  of  115  flue-curing 
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barns  have  been...  erected  in  the  area  .around  Blumenau,  and  a  redrying  plant, 
with  equipment  purchased  in  the  United.  States  is  expected  to  be  in  operation 
within  12  months.  ,  '.  .  .... 

Air -Cured:    Rio  Grande's  1945-46  crop  'is  forecast  at- about  66.1  million 
pounds  from  33,359  acres,  or  more  than  double  the  29.8  million  pounds  grown 
on  22,239  acres  .during  the  previous  season.    Small  yields  for  the  past  crop 
are  attributed  to  severe  drought  conditions.    Prices  for  1944-45  crop  air- 
cured  leaf  ranged  from  7.^  cents  to  13.9  cents  per  pound.

Product  ion  ..of  air-cured  leaf  in  Santa  Catarina  during  1945-46  is 
forecast  at  about  7.7  million  pounds  from  4,398  acres,  or  slightly  more 
than  the  7.^  million,  pounds  produced  during  1944-45.

WORLD  DRIED -PEACH 
PRODUCTION  SMALLER  l/ 

The  19^5  preliminary  estimate  of  dried-peach  production  in  the  United 
States,  Argentina,  Australia,  Chile,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  the 
leading  commercial-producing  countries,  is  32,700  short  tons,  compared  with 
35,600  tons  (revised)  in  1944  and  23,500  tons  in  19^3  (revised).  This 
estimate  represents  a  31  percent  increase  .over  the  5-.year  (1939-19^-3)  aver- 
age of  25,000  tons.     Output  in  the  United  States  showed  a  sharp  rise  while 
that  in  Australia  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  remained  unchanged.  Pro- 
duction in  Argentina  declined  17  percent  and  in  Chile  20  percent,  from  last  year.

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Daring  the  Ijk^-kfa  marketing  season  few  dried  peaches  from  countries 
in  the  Southern  Hemisphere  and  not  many-  from  the  United  States  will  he 
found  in  European  markets..     Thereafter  there  should  he  a  gradual  recovery 
-in  European  outlets  for  this  commodity,  though  prewar  levels  are  not  likely 
to  he  reached  for  several  years.   ;;  . 

Production  of'  dried  peaches  in  Argentina  is  expected  to  remain  at 
or  near  its  present' high  level  in  the  years  ahead,  and  exports  to  Europe 
are  anticipated.     The  dried-peach  industries of  Australia,  Chile,  and  the 
Union  of  South  Africa  are  expected  to  remain  at  or  below  the  prewar  level, 
with  relatively  insignificant  quantities  occasionally  reaching  European 
markets.     In  some  of  these  countries,  notahly  Australia,  peach  acreage  is 
considerably  smaller  than  that  of  the  1920' s,  with  new  plantings  hardly 
keening  pace  with  removals..  A  similar  decrease  in  acreage,  though  to  a  les- 
ser extent,  has  taken  place  in  Chile  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa.

POTATO  CROP!  IB 
CANADA  SMALLER 

Canadian  potato  production  in  is  estimated  at  60  million  "bushels, 

27  percent  less  than  the  near-record  crop  of  82  million  in  19^-,  and  the 
smallest  crop  since  19^8.  The  reduced  19^5  croo  is  a  result  of  slight  acre- 
age reductions  in  all  Provinces  except  Prince  Edward  Island  and  of  smaller 
yields  in  all  Provinces  except  Manitoba. 

Because  of  the  short  crop  in  Canada  and  of  a  very  large  crop  in  the 
United  States,   the  Canadian  Government  is  granting  permits  for  exports  to 
the  United  States  only  for  seed  potatoes.    On  the  other  hand',  the  Canadian 
Government  is  subsidizing  the  importation  of  several  million  bushels  through 
special  arrangement. .with  the  United  States  Government  whereby  purchases-  at  - 
United  States  support  prices  can' be  sold  within  Canadian  price  ceilings. 
Allowing  20  percent  of*  the  crop  for  waste  and  shrinkage,  hj> ,  U00.,  000  bu- 
shels for  consumption^  10 , U7 U., 0.00  for  seed  requirements  in  Canada,  and  1  - 
million  bushels  of  certified  seed  potatoes  and  750,000  bushels  of  table 
stock  for  export,  imports  of  at  least  10,,  "^10,000  bushels,  mostly  from  the 
United  States 'will  be  necessary. 

INCREASED  CITRUS  CROP  :  ; 
EXPECTED  IN  PALESTINE  . 

Improvement  in  cultivation  of  groves  and  favorable  climatic  conditions 
may  bring  the  citrus  crop  for  19^6-U7  up  to  lb  million  cases:    The  1945- 
U6  citrus  crop  in  Palestine  is  estimated  ..at  2,2  million  cases,  17  percent 
more  than  the  7  million  produced  in  194U-45.     ^he  crop  includes  7  million 
cases  of  oranges  and  1  million  of  grapefruit.    The  Iritish  Ministry  of 
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Food  has  ordered,  3  million  cases.,  other  European  countries,   1-1/2  million, 
and  neighboring  count ri en  ope-half  million.     Local  consumption  is  esti- 
mated'at  1-1/2  million,   citrus  byproducts  industry  and  the  Army  will  ab- 
sorb a  little  more  than  one-half  million  cases. 

NEW  POTATO  INSPECTION 
DECREE  ISSUED  IN  CUBA 

A  new  potato  inspection  decree  (No.  3495),  published  in  Cuba' on 
November  24,  unifies  regulations  governing  shipment,   certification,  in- 
spection, and  use  of  imported  seed,  provisions  which  were  covered  formerly 
by  several  decrees.    Potatoes,,  an  important  food  crop  in  Cuba,  are  grown 
from  seed  obtained  in  the  United  States  and  Canada.     While  potatoes  are 
grown  only  during  the  cooler  winter  season,   seed  is  imported  during  the 
late  fall  and  early  winter.    During  the  period  from  September  1  to  January 
31,  imports  are  duty  free  provided  that  they  comply  with  necessary  regu- 
lations and  that  potatoes  are  actually  used  for  seed. 

Imports,  which  -:  re  to  be.  obtained  only  from  the  United  States  and 
Canada,  must  include  the  following  varieties:     Red  Bliss  Triumph,  Pontiac, 
White  Bliss  Triumph,  Irish  Cobbler,  Green  I-'ountain,  Katahdin,  Sebago, 
Houma,  Earline,   and.  Chippewa.     The  new  decree  also,  specifies'  the  port  of 
entry,  nature  or  inspection,  .certificates  required,   extent  of  disease, 
tolerance,   length  o-f  time  since  harvest,,  inspection  upon  arrival,  and 
registry  and  bonding  of  importers.  \

SOUTHERN  HEMI SPHERE  WOOL  :  '  "  '  ' 

EXPORTS  RISE  IN  1944^45 

Last  season's  wool  shipments  from  the.  five  principal  Southern  Hem- 
isphere exporting  countries  totaled  1.2  billion  pounds,  an  increase  of 
9  percent  above  those  for  1943-44,  which  were  the  smallest  fo'r  the  war 
years.  •  Exports  in  1-944-45  were  almost  30  percent  less  than  the  5-year  pre- 
war (1934-35  to  1933-39).  average  and  23  percent  smaller  than  the  record 
wartime  exports  of  1.5  billion  pounds  in  1941-42.     In  1944-45  the  United 
States  took  55  percent  of  .total  exports,   the  United  Kingdom  33  percent, 
and  continental  Europe  only  6  percent.  .. 

While  exports  from  the  five  Southern  Hemisphere  ■  countries  to  the 
United  States  in  1944-45,  amounting  to  673  million  pounds,  'were  12  percent 
larger  than  in  1943-4^,   trey  were  33  percent  smaller  than  .the  1,034  million 
pounds  exported  to  this  country  in  1941-42. 

During  the  five  wartime  seasons,   exports  from  the  five  Southern 
Hemisphere  countries  to  the  United  States  averaged  750  million  pounds  an- 
nually and,,  were  almost,  as  large  as  average  annual  shipments  of  775  million 
to  continental  Europe  as  a  whole  in  the  same  prewar  period*  Considering 
individual  countries,  however,  the  United  Kingdom  was  the  most  important

destination  for  Southern  He  mi  sphere  .  export  s'::in  the  prewar  period,  taking 
an  annual  average  of  63,5. million  pounds  for  the  five  prewar  seasons.  ' 

France  was  next,  as  -a  purchaser  of  wool,  with  an  annual  average  of 
236  million  pounds*  followed  "by  Germany    with  192  million  pounds,  Japan 
with  1S7  million  pounds,  Belgium  with  130  million  pounds,   the  United 
States  with  109  million  counds,   and  Italy  with  71  million  pounds.  During 
the  war,  only  relatively  small  quantities  of  wool  have  "been  shipped  to 
continental  Surone,  principally  from  Argentina  and  Uruguay  to  neutral 
countries.     In  1944-45  these  exports  increased  to  79  million  pounds, 
against  only  17  million  in  the  1943-44  season.     There  were  virtually  no 
shipments  to  continental  Europe  from  the  British  Dominions  in  1944-45.

The  move- 
ment to  the  continent  of  Europe  is  particularly  noticeable  from  "Argentina 
and  Uruguay  which  in  the  5  months,  of  June-October  1945  totaled  31  million 
pounds,   compared  with  .only  6  million  pounds  in  the  same  months  of  1944. 
This  movement  is  likely  to  grow- in  volume  as  continental  woolen  mills 
resume  operations  on  a  larger  scale.

NETHERLANDS  LIVESTOCK 
NUMBERS  SHOW  UPTURN 


Cattle  and  hog  numbers  in  the  Netherlands  have  increased  materially 
above  the  low  levels  of  2  years  ago,  according  to  recently  published 
figures  from  a  census  taken  last  summer.    As  compared  to  prewar  levels, 
however,  the  I945  cattle  numbers  show  only  a  15  percent  decline,  but  hog 
numbers  are  down  by  43  percent.     Horses  used  mainly  in  agriculture  show 
little  change  from  prewar. 

The  improvement  shown  in  cattle  numbers  in  the  Netherlands  since  I9U3 
results  almost  entirely  from  increases  registered  in  heifers  and  heifer 
calves.    Heifer  calves  and  heifers  over  1-year-old  show  a  marked  rise 
over  numbers  reported  in  19k3.     At  the  same  time,  milk  cows  declined 
slightly  between  I943  and  I9U5.     The  number  of  heifers,  including  calves, 
that  can  b,  carried  into  the  milking  h^rds  in  the  next  few  years  will 
depend  upon  availability  of  feed  supplies. 

The  increase  in  hogs  over  the  very  small  numbers  in  I9I+3  has  been 
generally  distributed  over  all  classes.     Hogs  in  early  summer  this  year 
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numbered  769,000  head,  compared  to  an  average  of  1,^93,000  head  during; 
the  5-year  (I936-I9UO)  period.     The  gain  shown  in. breeding  sows  restores 
their  number  to  Qk  percent. of  the  prewar  level.
